Americans feel both 
joy, fear after hearing 
of bid Laden’s death 

New York 

Americans awoke on Monday to a 
world without Osama bin Laden, 
and many felt jubilation, a surge of 
patriotism and a sense that their 
prayers had been answered, and 
that the U.S. had finally avenged 
the nearly 3,000 people killed 
that bright September day nearly 
a decade ago. 

But to many — including some 
of the same Americans glad to 
see bin Laden dead — the news 
didn’t make them feel safer. It led 
to uncertainty and fear. 

Walter Hillegass, a plumb- 
er who cleaned the dust- choked 
World Trade Center site for days 
after the attacks, said he is scared 
of what comes next. 

“I’m happy they got him,” said 
Hillegass, staring at ground zero in 
New York, holding a U.S. flag. “But 
there’s always going to be another 
one right behind him.” 

Outside Boston, Laura Bell, a 
65-year-old claims examiner for 
a health care company, said she is 
glad bin Laden is dead but doesn’t 
believe it will make the U.S. any 
safer. 

“We can’t relax,” she said. “We 


can’t sit back on our butts and say 
this is great. I don’t want us to get 
lax about security.” 

At the Salt Lake City airport, 
Mike Hensley wondered whether 
flying will be safer. 

“Safer is subjective,” said Hen- 
sley, who served with the Navy 
in Desert Storm in 1991 and flew 


from San Diego to Salt Lake City 
on Monday. “Should him being 
killed make people feel safer? Not 
really. He’s had 10 years to build 
an organization larger than it was 
10 years ago.” 

State and city leaders across the 
country stepped up patrols at pos- 
sible terrorist targets Monday for

fear of retaliatory attacks. Some 
travelers said they didn’t feel any 
different about flying in the wake 
of bin Laden’s death, and families 
of 9/11 victims weren’t sure wheth- 
er his death would bring them a 
measure of peace. 

Nearly 10 years later, Charles 
Wolf of New York still falls asleep 
each night on one side of his bed. 

“This is a feeling of happiness 
but not jump-up-and-down hap- 
piness,” said Wolf, who lost his 
wife, Katherine, in the attacks on 
the World Trade Center. “The idea 
of closure is something that really, 
really — it doesn’t exist, to tell you 
the truth.” tamara lush (ap)

Obama administration officials say they have no estimates of the im- 
pact of President Obama’s new proposals would have on the future size of the 
government’s debt, which now stands at nearly $14.3 trillion. The president’s 
original budget for 2012, unveiled last winter, would leave debt at $27.6 trillion 
at the end of the decade. The administration itself put the figure at $26.3 tril- 
lion. Congressional Budget Office figures, however, show that if Ryan’s plan 
were put into law, there still would be new borrowing each year, and the gov- 
ernment’s debt would total $23.1 trillion at the end of 2021. (ap) 


Under GOP, Obama

It’s all but impossible to glean from 
the political rhetoric, but govern- 
ment borrowing will grow by tril- 
lions of dollars over the next decade 
if the budget backed by House 
Republicans translates into law. 

And by a few trillion more if 
President Obama gets his way. 

Call it the unpleasant truth 
behind a political struggle over 
raising the debt limit that is expect- 
ed to intensify as lawmakers return 
Monday from a two -week break. 

While polls show voters angry 
over the debt, and politicians sup- 
port a goal of paying it down, the 
two principal deficit-reduction 
plans would merely restrain the 
debt’s growth for the next decade 
— the Republicans’ significantly 
more so than the president’s. 

To do otherwise. Congress 
“would have to enact policies that 
would produce a surplus,” with 
money left over to begin retiring 
debt, said Robert Bixby, executive 


director of the anti-deficit Concord 
Coalition. 

The last government surplus 
was in 2001. For one to occur in the 
future would require “Republican 
spending policies and Democrat- 
ic tax policies,” Bixby said, refer- 
ring to GOP calls for deep program 
cuts and Obama’s support for high- 
er taxes. “Right now the two par- 
ties haven’t been able to agree on 
those kinds of changes.” 


The administration has asked 
Congress to approve borrowing 
beyond the current $14.3 trillion 
debt ceiling. In exchange. Repub- 
licans want the White House and 
Democrats to agree to a series of 
measures to cut spending in the 
near term and make sure it stays 
under control in the future. They 
sometimes suggest that their 
approach would put an end to bor- 
rowing.

Bin Laden’s hideout 
adds further strain 
to country’s U.S. ties 

Islamabad 

Osama bin Laden made his final 
stand in a small Pakistani city 
where three army regiments with 
thousands of soldiers are based 
not far from the capital — a loca- 
tion that is increasing suspicions 
in Washington that Islamabad may 
have been sheltering him. 

The U.S. acted alone in Mon- 
day’s raid, did not inform Pakistan

Strained Relations 

Suspicions that Pakistan har- 
bors militants have been a major 
source of mistrust between the CIA 
and Pakistan’s Inter-Services Intel- 
ligence agency, though the agencies 
have cooperated in the arrests of 
al-Qaeda leaders since the Sept. 11 
attacks. CIA-ISI relations had been 
strained after a CIA contractor shot 
and killed two Pakistanis in January. 
Since then, a Pakistani official has 
said, joint operations had stopped, 
and the agency was demanding the 
U.S. cut down on drone strikes, (ap) 


sheltering bin Laden, contrasting 
him with Afghan Taliban lead- 
ers, who Pakistan view as allies 
in Afghanistan after the U.S. with- 
draws. Al-Qaeda has carried out 
scores of attacks inside Pakistan. 

The U.S. closed its embassy in 
Islamabad and its consulates in 
Lahore, Karachi and Peshawar on 
Monday for fear of unrest. 

While tensions may run high, it 
is unlikely that either nation could 
afford to sever the link. The U.S. 
needs Islamabad to begin its with- 
drawal from Afghanistan this year, 
and Pakistan relies on the U.S. for

Syrian troops went door to door in 
cities and towns across the nation 
Monday, arresting scores of peo- 
ple in a campaign of intimidation 
aimed at crushing an uprising 
against President Bashar Assad’s 
regime, activists said.

Kabul, Afghanistan 

News of Osama bin Laden’s death 
stirred strong emotions Monday, a 
day after the al-Qaeda leader was 
slain in Pakistan. 

Most world leaders welcomed 
President Obama’s announcement 
of the raid, congratulating the U.S. 
for killing bin Laden or express- 
ing satisfaction that the search 
for the world’s most-wanted ter- 
rorist was over. 

French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy hailed “the tenacity of the 
United States” in its hunt for the 
mastermind of the Sept. 11 attacks, 
and Italian Premier Silvio Berlusco- 
ni called his death a “great result 
in the fight against evil.” 


In Iraq, the former epicenter for 
al-Qaeda’s war against the U.S., 
both Shiite and Sunni civilians cel- 
ebrated bin Laden’s death. Sever- 
al Muslims said bin Laden’s death 
will help restore the image of Islam 
as a religion of peace.

“Bin Laden’s acts robbed us of 
freedom to talk and move around,” 
said Mohammad al-Mansouri, a 
lawyer and human rights activist 
in the United Arab Emirates. 

In Afghanistan, where bin 
Laden was given refuge by the 
country’s previous Taliban rulers, 
officials applauded when President 
Hamid Karzai told them the news. 
Karzai repeated his claim that the 
fight against terrorism should not 
be fought in Afghan villages, but 
across the border in Pakistan. 

Calling bin Laden’s death a “sig- 
nificant success,” NATO, which has 
150,000 troops in Afghanistan, 
said it would make sure the coun- 
try “never again becomes a safe 
haven for extremism.” (ap)

Revelers use bicycles 
to get to White House 
after bin Laden news 

Washington 

Organizers couldn’t have asked for 
a better kick-off for a month cele- 
brating bikes and bike safety than 
the events of Sunday evening. 

The D.C.-area’s bike-sharing net- 
work, Capital Bikeshare got a huge 
boost in usage late Sunday and early 
Monday morning as folks eager to 
get to the celebration in front of 
the White House after news that 
Osama bin Laden had been killed 
opted for two-wheeled transporta- 


tion over other modes. 

According to a tweet from Cap- 
ital Bikeshare, there were 558 bike 
rentals between 10 p.m. Sunday 
and 2 a.m. Monday. By compari- 
son, during the same time frame 
the previous week, there were only 
105 rentals. 

“We had no idea that this was 
going to happen,” said John Lisle, 
spokesman for the D.C. Depart- 
ment of Transportation. “But this 
is great.” 

Stephen Miller was one of those 
who joined the spontaneous celebra- 
tion at the White House. Though he 
rode his own bike, he was struck by 
the number of red Capital Bikeshare 
bikes he saw as he headed down-

town from his home in Mount Pleas- 
ant. Miller shot a Twitpic of more 
than a dozen parked near the cel- 
ebration. 

“It was after 11:30, so Metro was 
shutting down,” he said. “The only 


realistic option was to bike.” 

Cycling will be in the spot- 
light this month in the D.C. area 
and across the country as jurisdic- 
tions celebrate National Bike Safe- 
ty Month. 

As the sun rose Monday morn- 
ing, Capital Bikeshare officials were 
quick to remind people about one 
other element of bike sharing. A 
tweet that went out just a little after 
11 a.m. gave borrowers a little nudge: 
“FYI, if you rented a CaBI early this 
morning and haven’t returned it, 
the meter is running. After 24 hrs 
= $1000 lost bike fee.” 

It worked. By afternoon, most 
of the bikes were back in place.

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‘Hiding in Plain Sight’ 


How the U.S. 
finally caught 
up to the world’s 
most wanted man 

Washington 

For years, Osama bin Laden’s 
whereabouts were a guessing 
game, an unknown destination 
at the end of a trail that had gone 
utterly cold. 

But as American commandoes 
descended from helicopters to finish 
the hunt for the world’s most wanted 
man at 1 a.m. Monday in Pakistan, 
U.S. intelligence and special forces 
teams knew precisely where to find 
him — which city, which compound 
and even which floor. 

Al-Qaeda’s leader was killed 
near the end of a 40 -minute fire- 
fight, U.S. officials said, after elite 
U.S. troops had cleared other cor- 
ners of the compound, methodical- 
ly making their way to the upper 
stories where bin Laden and fami- 
ly members lived. “He was more or 
less hiding in plain sight,” a senior 
U.S. intelligence official said. 

Shocking Discovery 

The operation, which was planned 
for weeks but hidden from all but 
a tiny circle of administration offi- 
cials, marked the culmination of a 
manhunt that often seemed so futile 
that even top U.S. intelligence offi- 
cials would answer questions about 
bin Laden’s location with a shrug. 

The search employed Predator 
drones, the world’s most sophisticat- 
ed signals interception equipment, 
networks of informants assem- 
bled by teams of CIA operatives in 
Afghanistan, and teams of analysts 
who scrutinized every video and 
audio recording from the al-Qaeda 
leader for inadvertent clues. 

In the end, U.S. spy agencies 
narrowed the circle by honing in 
on a relatively mundane target — a

small network of couriers thought 
to be bin Laden’s only point of con- 
tact to the outside world. One in 
particular led them to a newly built 
residence north of Islamabad. 

When American analysts scruti- 
nized the place, “we were shocked 
by what we saw,” a senior Obama 
administration official said. 

The compound was three sto- 
ries tall but had few windows fac- 
ing outside. It appeared to be worth 


at least $1 million but had no tele- 
phone or Internet connections to 
the outside world. It had 12- to 
18-foot security walls topped by 
barbed wire, and occasional plumes 
of smoke from trash the residents 
burned, since that they dare not 
place it outside like other neigh- 
bors for trucks to haul away. 

The facility “was perfectly con- 
sistent with what our experts expect- 
ed bin Laden’s hideout to look like,” 


the U.S. official said. It was far from 
the tribal areas where lower-level 
militants dodge Predator strikes. 
In sharp contrast to the legend of 
al-Qaeda and its founder, bin Laden 
was not hiding in a cave. 

The Big Break 

A crucial break appears to have 
come on May 2, 2005, when Paki- 
stani special forces arrested a senior 
al-Qaeda operative known as Abu 


Faraj al-Libi, who had been desig- 
nated bin Laden’s “official messen- 
ger” to others within the terrorist 
organization. Libi was later turned 
over to the CIA and held at a “black 
site” prison where he was subject- 
ed to harsh methods that the Bush 
administration termed “enhanced 
interrogation techniques.” 

Libi and other detainees pointed 
CIA interrogators to another mes- 
senger with close ties to the al-Qae-

da leader. U.S. officials said they 
started with the mystery courier’s 
nom de guerre, and that it took four 
years to uncover his actual identi- 
ty, his approximate location in Pak- 
istan and ultimately the compound 
where bin Laden was found. 

Obama was first made aware 
of the potential breakthrough last 
September, as CIA analysts grasped 
the significance of the succession 
of clues. On March 14, Obama held 
the first of five National Security 
Council meetings in the span of 
a month devoted to the question 
of whether and how to target the 
newly discovered site. 

Very Tough Call’ 

It remains unclear when bin Laden 
first arrived, but officials said that 
the compound was under near con- 
stant scrutiny by the United States, 
and that it appears the al- Qaeda 
leader rarely — if ever — ventured 
outside. Indeed, U.S. officials said 
the timing of the raid was not driven 
by worry that bin Laden was about 
to leave, but by the accumulation of 
confidence that their intelligence on 
his location was dead on. 

On Thursday, Obama gathered 
his national security team in the 
Situation Room for a final review 
of the operation, according to one 


member present who requested 
anonymity to speak candidly. 

Three options were under con- 
sideration. The first was a raid using 
special forces. But Obama was also 
asked to consider a strike from a 
“standoff platform,” most likely a 
drone. The third — to wait for more 
definitive intelligence — would have 
sounded distressingly familiar to 
a prior generation of officials who 
had to explain why there had been 
such reluctance to pursue bin Laden 
before the Sept. 11 attacks. 

“Everyone, in going around the 
table, began by saying. Well, this is 
a very tough call,”’ a senior admin- 
istration official said. Obama, the 
official said, didn’t give his answer 
then. It wasn’t until 8 a.m. Friday 
that Obama — in a meeting with 
National Security Adviser Thom- 
as E. Donilon, his deputy Denis 
McDonough, chief of staff Wil- 
liam Daley and counter-terrorism 
adviser John Brennan — gave the 
go-ahead. 

On Sunday, Obama presided 
over a series of meetings on the 
unfolding operation, culminat- 
ing in a 7:01 p.m. briefing during 
which the president was told there 
was a “high probability” that bin

Money was a major reason the 
Patriots lost Larranaga, who took 
George Mason to the Final Four in 
2006 and is the winningest coach 
in school history. 

Hewitt is receiving a $7.2 mil- 
lion buyout over five years from 
Georgia Tech, which would seem 
to make him more affordable for 
a Colonial Athletic Association 
school like GMU. 

Details of Hewitt’s five-year 
deal with George Mason were 
not released. “Today we open the 
next chapter in men’s basketball 
at George Mason University,” said 
school President Alan Merten, who 
said Hewitt “sends a message and

Interview 

It’s about time somebody named 
a move after figure skater Kristi 
Yamaguchi. As you might expect, 
it requires strong legs, body control 
and endurance. But what might sur- 
prise you is that it’s not on ice, and 
neither is the rest of the Olympic 
champ’s new DVD, “Kristi Yamagu- 
chi: Power Work- 
out” ($17, Acacial- 
ifestyle.com). 

She partnered 
up with veter- 
an trainer Erin 
O’Brien, who’s 
strung together 
circuits combining cardio, strength 
and core exercises. The one O’Brien 
dubbed “The Yamaguchi” is a series 
of jump squats punctuated with 
90-degree turns. Even its name- 
sake finds that exhausting. “It’s 
tough after repeating it over and 
over,” Yamaguchi says. 

But, of course, she’s used to 
jumping around, both from her 
skating days and her current rou- 
tine. After she drops her two daugh- 
ters off at school, she joins her hus- 
band — former pro hockey player 
Bret Hedican — for a workout that 


usually involves plyometric exercises 
to build stamina and strength. 

“We try to motivate each other,” 
says Yamaguchi, who also remains 
devoted to Pilates, which she was 
first introduced to at the age of 12. 
Those are the exercises she uses 
to “rebalance and rehabilitate.” 
(And they’re what she relied on in 
2008 to get her body prepared for 
her winning season of “Dancing 
With the Stars.”) 

Her interest in Pilates and yoga 
will be on display in her second 
exercise DVD, set to be released this 
December. The two types of exer- 
cise reflect what Yamaguchi had to 
master as a skater. “There’s the ath- 
letic side, because you need cardio, 
strength and power. Then, there’s 
the artistic side that’s flowing and 
lyrical and graceful,” she says. 

Looking at Yamaguchi, there’s 
no doubt she’s achieved incredible 
balance in her life — except when 
she attempts to stand on one foot 
for certain exercises. “On the ice, 
you’re gliding. You have motion 
and movement to help you adjust 
and find the right spot,” explains 
Yamaguchi, who says that repeated 
ankle injuries have made her even 
wobblier on solid ground. 

So there’s a chance viewers will 
find themselves looking steadier 
than the gold medalist. But there’s 
one move you can’t beat her on: the 
Yamaguchi. vicky hallett (express)

A Bike-and-Bend Blend 


Cycle Studio helps 
students raise their 
heart rates and then 
open their hearts 


Studio Review 

Will and Kate weren’t the only duo 
joined together on Friday. It also 
marked the launch of Cycle Studio, 
a boutique gym in Alexandria that 
marries two of the most popular 
fitness formats around — cycling 
and yoga. 

What it is: When 32-year-old 
Sima Tamaddon heard about the 
boom of cycling-specific studios 
in New York, she headed north to 
check out what the fuss was about. 
“We were packed in like sardines, 
so I couldn’t get between bikes. 
Then I wanted to stretch after- 
wards and there wasn’t any space,” 
says Tamaddon, who left feeling 
unfulfilled. What would be perfect, 
she decided, was an airy room with 
bikes and yoga mats. That sums 
up the sleek studio she’s created, 
where you can take cycling, yoga or 
the signature offering, Cycle-Yoga, 
which combines the two. 

Who it is: Tamaddon’s journey 
started in 1999, when a car acci- 
dent broke every bone in her right 
leg. “When I wasn’t able to exer- 
cise, I realized how important it 
was to me,” says Tamaddon, who 
was initially told she might not be 
able to walk again. Through her 
yoga practice, she managed to con- 
trol the pain. And although jog- 
ging long distances is still out of 
reach, she learned to love cycling. 
“It’s given me back my runner’s 
high,” she says. She’s convinced 
the two disciplines make for a 
“wholesome workout” that she 
wants to share. 

Workout: “On a scale of 1 to 
10, this was a 9,” opines 50 -year- 
old Ann McGee after a Cycle-Yoga 
class, which is 45 minutes of intense

pedaling followed immediately by 
45 minutes of heat-building flow. 
But the blend somehow energizes 
while it relaxes, says 39 -year-old 
Mike Harrington. “I feel like I can 
take on the challenges of the rest of 
the day,” he says. 

Equifiment: CydeOps 
bikes may make some peo- 
ple drool because they’re 
continuously adjustable for 
just the right fit. But they’re 
guaranteed to make you sweat 
thanks to the 48-lb flywheel that’s 
set up to mimic a real ride. People 
used to indoor cycling on other 
bikes will find lifting off the seat 
becomes much more of a chal- 


lenge. Novices should expect the 
pedals to stick a bit at the bottom 
of each rotation, but it’s worth it, 
says 44-year-old Joan Friedrichs. 
“This forces you to do it right. To 
be able to maximize your workout 
is awesome,” she says. 

Crowd: With only 20 bikes, the 
class size is limited. “It leaves 
room for individual atten- 
tion,” says Tamaddon, who 
likes to shout out encour- 
agement to students by 
name as she leads them 
up hills and through sprints. 
Most classes are geared toward 
a range of abilities, but it helps to 
have some experience. Don’t have 
any? Try Training Wheels, a begin- 
ner session held once a month.

Duffy Gaver specializes in sculpt- 
ing actors’ physiques to prep for 
their biggest roles — at least, when 
it comes to their muscles.

The Pinkberry parfait 
layers frozen yogurt with honey 
almond granola, blueberries, straw- 
berries and pineapple (and clocks 
in at 270 calories). Another unusu- 
al menu option: the fruit bowl. It 
comes topped with Pinkberry Swirly 
Whip, a low-fat whipped cream. 

The store is just the first of sev- 
eral locations slated to open in the 
District, although Graves is tight- 
lipped about where the others 
might spring up.

Sixx’s Perspective 

If Kip Winger or Don Dokken put out a beautiful book 

of goth-influenced photography, ’80s metal fans might shake their 
tresses in surprise. But “This Is Gonna Hurt: Music, Photography, 
and Life Through the Distorted Lens of Nikki Sixx” ($30, William 
Morrow) comes from Motley Crue’s bassist, lyricist and visionary 
— an artist. After 2007’s best-selling “The Heroin Diaries,” Sixx 
put together a high-quality collection of photos, interspersed with 
stories from his musical life with Motley Crue and Sixx: A.M. (who 
recorded the book’s soundtrack), as well as his personal life. The most 
compelling tale is when Sixx discovers he had a institutionalized 
sister, Lisa, who was born with Down syndrome and who had been 
90 percent deaf and 100 percent blind.

“Hains Point" from Rites of 
Spring's 1985 self-titled classic 
doesn't detail the southern tip of East 
Potomac Park, but the lyrics “I read 
somewhere that every wall's a door 
to something new/Well, if that's true, 
why can't I get through?" might meta- 
phorically refer to the sculpture that 
used to be there: “The Awakening" 
featured a buried giant struggling to 
escape from the earth. He must have 
caught a whiff of ginkgo.

“This Is Gonna Hurt” could have 
stood on its own as an art book. 
Why did you include the stories? 

I want to do a book of photography, 
with no words in it. But this being 
my first book where I show people 
what I’m about as a photographer, 
I was just writing for me — maybe 
write an introduction, or this is 
what I’m about. I’m a very aggres- 
sive writer, so I write a lot. 

The text features motivational 
sections. What kind of feedback 
have you received from fans? 

It’s been really wonderful to see 
kids at the book signings crying, 
parents saying thank you, saying 
between this book and “The Her- 
oin Diaries,” they feel like they 
can do more with their lives. It 
inspires me every day to get up 
and do better. 

You express love for Motley Crue, 
but you also voice some criticisms. 

I don’t feel I crossed any lines that, 
as a fan. I’d be upset with. Sammy 
Hagar wrote a [critical] book [“Red:

But the closing quote about 
Motley in the chapter about how 
you helped guitarist Mick Mars 
recover from pain-pill addiction is 
heavy: “They hadn’t visited him at 
all.
